MRS.. EMELIA SCHNEIDER

HANS J. JOHNSON 

In the passing of Hans J. Johnson 
the Brightview district lost one of 
its early setlers. He emigrated from 
Sweden about twenty-five years ago 
and landed at Wetaskiwin. After nav- 
ing looked around and investigated 
opportunities of free land, he filed 
on a homestead four miles north of 
Lone Ridge hall. 

His wife, who had remained in 
Sweden, arrived here the following 
year, and together they took up the 
struggles and privations and ardu- 
ous toils connected with pioneer life. 

Mr. Johnson was a strong man 
physically, and a hard worker. Be- 
sides att€hding to his own farm, he 
spent considerable time helping his 
neighbors erecting such buildings as 
they needed and could afford on their 
farms. But in spite of his strong 
constitution, his health failed him, 
and for the last ten years he has 
been an invalid. He was not bed- 
ridden, but was unable to do = any 
manual labor. On March 8th he was 
taken violently ill, and in the course 
of a couple of hours he passed away, 
being in his 61st year. 

The funeral was held et his home 
on March 10th. In spite of inclem- 
ent weather and _ drifted roads a 
large number of neighbors and 
friends were present to pay their last 
tribute to the departed, and to con- 
vey their sympathies to the bereav- 
ed «widow, who now is left quite 
alone, having no kin or relatives in 
this country. 

His earthly remains were laid to

“The Importance of Livestock.” He; 


stated that Alberta is the greatest 
coming livesock province in Canada. 
Our province can excel in wheat, 
bacon and beef cattle. Greater atten- 


tion should be paid to quality pro- | 


duct. It would pay us to market se- 
lect hogs rather than butcher hogs 
and obtain 2c per lb. higher price.

In 
the Lacombe district 1200 young cat- 
tle from southern Alberta are being 
so finished at the present time. 

Alberta as a whole is not a dairy 
province, although in the district 
between Calgary and Edmonton, 
dairying is carried on quite extens- 
ively. The dairy districts lend them- 
selves to the growing of hogs. Our 
supply of dairy products must be 
steadier if we are to form an import- 
ant place in the British market. In 
1924 Alberta produced 22 million 
in 1928, 14 million 
pounds; and in 1932, 23 million 
Our output varies so much

Possibly one of the greatest sen- 
sations created in the Alberta Legis- 
lature during the last twenty years 
was when the Liberal leader, W R. 
Howson, charged grave irregularities 
in the administraton of the 1...--c 
Works Department, over which the 
Hon. O. L. McPherson presides. 

Charging grave irregularities in the 
provincial highways department of 
such a sweeping nature that they 
amounted to “a scandal and a crime” 
and declaring that of forty-nine con- 
tracts let in the past two years for 
highway construction only nine have 
been let by tender, and that in the 
remaining forty gross overpayments 
had been made in every instance, W. 
R. Howson, Liberal leader, caused a 
sensation in the legislature on Wed- 
nesday afternoon when he charged 
deliberate falsification of engineers’ 
records to cover up the irregularities 
and called upon the whole govern- 
ment to resign. 


Mincing no words In his charges, 
and quoting from the official replies 
tabled in the legislature to questions 
asked by him earlier in the session 
as his authority, the Liberal leader 
threw the front benches ,of the gov- 
ernment supporters into a fever of 
excitement and left the rank and filé 
of the U.F.A. members sitting stun- 
ned and speechless in their seats. 


In bringing his charges of dishon- 
esty against the administration of 
the department, Mr. Howson said he 
did ‘so after consideration and in full 
realizaticn of his position as the 
leader of a party and of his duty to 
that party both within and without 
the house. 


His attack mwas sweeping and far 
reaching. Overpayments. in yardage 
of loose rockwork, overcharges in 


solid rockwork, overcharges in clear- 
ing and grubbing operations, and fin- 
ally a scandalous amount paid out 
for “extras” on the contracts were 
all charged by the Liberal leader, 
who called for a full and complete 
investigation of the Public Works de- 
partment immediately. 

“It is @ scandal and aé_e shame. 
Thousands upon thousands of dollars 
of the taxpayers money has been 
thrown away,” he said, “and con- 
tracts instead of being let by tender 
have been handed out to the govern- 
ment’s favored fem among the con- 
tractors.” 

“TI have no hesitation in saying 
that the highway construction in Al- 
berta under the minister of public 
works is a scandal,” the continued. 
“From a return made by the depart- 
ment the last two years there has 
been 49 contracts let; of these only 
nine have been let by tender. Why 
has the Minister of Public Works not 
been letting these contracts by bids? 
The return shows the reason, for I 
find that in every instance when 
making settlement with the contract- 
ors the amount allowed is tremend- 
ously in excess of the amount given 
in the contract.”

The First Sign of Spring 
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(By Gordon Lindsay Smith) 


Starting Seed Indoors 

With many flowers and vegetables 
‘from two to three weeks can be sav- 
ed if the seed is started indoors. JIn- 
deed, in districts where the growing 
season is rather short certain things 
must be grown in this way if bloom 
or maturity is to be guaranteed. 
Among the flowers are pansies, ast- 
ers, marigolds, petunias, - cosmos, 
larkspur, stocks and  snapdragon, 
though with the possible exception of 


the petunia and aster in the warmer '' 


sections of the Dominion good re- 
sults can also be secured from seed 
sown in the open ground. With vege- 
tables there are peppers, tomatoes, 
cabbage, cauliflower, egg plants, 
Brussell's Sprouts, brocoli, celery 
and head lettuce. Naturally, when 
sown under glass in March, and set 
out cs well started plants in 
such things are away ahead of 
sown in the open ground after the 
spring frosts are over. 
A Hot Bed 

Many people regard this starting 
of seed indoors aS a mussy and un- 
satisfactory business, but it need not 
be so. The best arrangement is a 
hot bed, though iwhere only a_ few 
plants of each variety are required 
a shallow box in a sunny window 
will be sufficient. A hot bed simply 
consists of some old window, laid 
on a wooden frame about 18 inches 
high, with two inches of fine garden 
soil on a layer of f resh_ slightly 
strawy horse manure or 
heat providing material. 


piled in a covered place and turned 
daily for a ‘week or so to prevent 
burning. In an open place and facing 
south dig a pit of the same dimen- 
sions as the window freme and about 
a foot deep.

Pruning Bushes, Shrubs and Trees 

A good deal of pruning can be car- 
‘ried out in late winter and early 
spring. As a general rule the object 
‘is to remove all dead branches, , as |
